This 
morning the Republican members 
of the Senate, 19 in number, ap- 
peared in the hall of the House 
where they will be recognized as 
the Senate. The vote for Lieuten- | 
ant Governor will be canvassed 
and announced,and Colonel Robert- 
son swornin, after which he will 
preside over the joint assemblage. 
It is understood that he will subse- 
quently find means to officially in- 
form the Senate that he has been 
sworn into office and is ready to 
take his seatas presiding officer of 
that body. The Republicans claim 
to be acting in strict conformity 
with the law and insist that the 
claim of Senator Smith to the Pres- 
idency of the Senate will be utterly 
void after such notice. If Colonel 
Robertson’s claim to preside over 
the Senate is conceded by a Demo- 
cratic majority when he presents 
himself, the contest over the Lieu- 
tenant Governorship will of course 
be ended, but his claim is likely 
to be denied. The Republicans are 
still united in their support of Har- 
rison. Governor Gray has with- 
drawn in the intereat of Mr. Turpie 
aud the Democrats are not yet 
united upon any candidate.

Only a few intimate friends of the fam- 
ity were admitted tothe house yester- 
day, but nobody other than the nurses 
and physicians, were allowed to see 
Roach. Deceased leaves a widow, one 
daughter and three sons, all grown.

The wild-cat“ still is usually 
quite a primitive affair, consisting of 
a copper still of small capacity, the 
necessary worms and one or two 
barrels or hogsheads in which is 
kept the mash. The still is usually 
owned: and operated by one family, 
some male member of which is 
always to be found at the shed or 
cabin of brush ani logs in which it 
is located. The corn from which 
the whisky is made is secured from 
the surrounding farmers or raised 
by the owners, and the liquor sold to 
— ayey in the neighborhood who is 
willing to pay fifty cents a gallon for 
it and keep mum. By reason of 
this, enabling them to secure a fair 
quality of whisky, cheap. The moon- 
shiner makes friends of all his 
neighbors, and as a rule they are 
ever ready to warn him of impend- 
ing danger, and at the approach of 
an ofticer or even a suspicious-look- 
ing stranger, all evidences of the 
still are quickly removed. This fact 
makes it an exceedingly difficult 
task to apprehend the violators of 
the law, and it is necessary to use 
the utmost caution and discretion in 
order to apprehend them at all. The 
chief source of revenue derived by 
west Tennessee moonshiners comes 
from the whisky they sell to store- 
keepers in — towns, in dealing 
with whom they adopt such pre- 
cautions that while the storekeeper 
may have an idea, he never knows 
precisely with whom he is trading. 

These moonshine stills are great re- 
sorts for the men who dwell in the 
vicinity of where they are located, 
and on Saturdays and Sundays and 
other idle days, dozens congregate 
around them and pass the time 
drinking, smooking, and telling 
stories. While the west Tennessee 
moonshiner is fully as shiftless as 
his brother in the Tennessee Mount- 
ains, about whom so much has been 
written, he is not near as blood- 
thirstv, probably because he has 
never been hunted so persistently, 
having been allowed, in a manner, 
to pursue his business unmolested 
by meddlesome officials. Hence, 
while many a revenue officer has 
dropped from his horse dead at the 
crack of the mountaineer moon- 
shiner’s rifle, there is but one or 
two instances on record where offi- 
cers have been killed in west Ten- 
nessee. 

Years ago, when the revenue 
officers hunted the festive moon- 
shiner in his lair, the method of 
entrapping them was to induce some 
one familiar with the country, gen- 
erally a man who had a grudge 
against the moonshiners, or some 
negro who would, for a consideration, 
agree to pilot the officers to the atill. 
Then a deputy marshal went to the 
town nearest to the point he wished 
to reach, and summoning a posse 
started out. In all of this it was 
necessary to preserve the utmost 
secresy, as the moonshiners invaria- 
bly have friends in town to warn 
them. Piloted by the guide the 
officers would approach until the 
could see the smoke of the still 
curling above the tree tops, and then 
charge down. Sometimes they were 
successful in capturing the men, but 

enerally these managed to escape. 
Phe officers always cut up the worm, 
chopped up the still, tore down the 
shanty, and poured out the mash 
and whieky that happened to be on 
hand. A raid ona moonshine dis- 
tillery is always interesting and ex- 
citing because — with so much 
danger, one never knowing when a 
rifle ball will tear its way through 
his body.—- [Memphis Avalanche. 


a Clever Theories About Opals. 


The mineralogists and geologists 
have offered many very clever theo- 
ries to account for the splendor of 
the opal, but no one has complete! 
satisfied everybody and rha 
never will. It is conjectured tha. 
is due either to the presence of wat 
in ita composition or to the disin- 
tegration of the lamine or layers of 
stone, but even this is not certainly 
known. The Turks believe that the 
gem is of celestial origin, and thus 
escape all difficulties at once, The 
ancient opal mines have never been 
discovered, but there were no doubt 
deposits of the precious stones in 
Arabia, Syria, and perhaps; other 
parts of Asia, from which the an- 
cients obtained their gems. 

Central America and Mexico 
abound in opal-bearing districts, 
which are mach more abundant thaa 
might be sup d; but perhaps the 
finest s in the present day are 
obtained in Hungary. The fire opal 
is found in the greatest perfection in 
the hyrite rocks near Zimapan, 
in bales but while this variety is 
the most beautiful of opals, it is also 
the most sensitive, is frequently 
ruined beyond hope of repair by 
damp or exposure, or even by a 
sudden chan in the weather. 
There is probably no gem, however, 
which is more subject to injury than 
the opal.
